NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK— 
Commissioner Orval Gearhart 
believes he will be able to pro- 
duce the answer to Dixon city 
council's dilemma over the 
sales tax when he opens his 
ballot box Tuesday. 


The ballot box contains yes and 


no answers to the question, "Are 
you in favor of the City of Dixon 
passing a one-half cent sales tax 
ordinance, the money to be used 
specifically for capital improve- 
ments (street lights, curb, sidewalk 
and street repair, new equipment, 
etc.)?" 


The ballot box was sealed quite 


official-like by former Circuit 
Judge George C. Dtxon (Gear- 
hart'* neighbor) and Commis- 
sioner Gearhart toured the busi- 
ness district Saturday afternoon 
passing out the ballots and gain- 
ing comments. Meanwhile his 
wife remains by the phone at 
home receiving telephone expres- 
sions from the electorate. (The 
phone number is 3-3366, In case 
you want to add your comment.) 


Tuesday, just prior to the coun- 


cil session, Commissioner Gear- 
hart will open his ballot box -in 
the presence of Judge Dixon and a 
tabulation will be made. The re- 
sults will be certified and passed 
on to the city council for whatever 
use it can make of them. 
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Whatever you .make of it, you 


must admit that Commissioner 
Gearhart's actions are extraor- 
dinary — in city government cir- 
cles, at least. Moreover, this 
man-aml-wif e aspect adds a touch 
that you may have noticed in 
higher political circles in the 
past f«w years. 


Gearhart said today that basing 


his opinion on the comments he'« 
gained, the sales tax would be rel- 
atively unopposed by the "man-in- 
the street." His wife reports about 
the same thing, based on her tele- 
phone contacts. 


Meanwhile, another commis- 


sioner, Paul Potts, is using his 
own place of business, the Man- 
hattan Cafe, as a polling place. 
He's sounding out the customers 
>uid he reports that of about 25 
contacted, he found not one ob- 
jector to the sales tax plan.

There are other commissioners 


to be heard from and it is to be 
supposed that they ar« conduct- 
ing their own soundings in their 
own special ways and in their own 
special places. 


Mayor William Slothower, who as 


late as last Thursday said that he 
wasn't prepared to vote "yes" on 
the sales tax, can be expected to 
turn up with some answers of his 
own. The mayor has his own sys- 
tem of tapping the lines for pub- 
lic opinion. 


Some city councils in neighbor- 


ing cities haven?t been so con- 
siderate of the taxpayer. Dixon 
is practically ringed with cities 
who have approved the sales tax 
without too much debate. 


Two communitties. Amboy and 


Polo, are reportedly waiting in the 
wings for Dixon's decision.

Meet in Geneva 
Indian Sees Harnessing 
Of H-Bonib in 20 Years

GENEVA (IP)—Indian scientist Homi J. Bhabha opened 


the first International Atomic Energy conference today with 
the prediction that the way will be found to harness the ti- 
tanic energy of the hydrogen bomb for peaceful use within 
20 years. 


Bhabha, president of the 72-na- 


tion scientific parley, • spoke as 
hundreds of delegates gathered at 
the opening plenary sessiontof the 
conference just id years after the 
first atom bomb" leveled Hiroshi- 
ma. 


The conference in the Palace of 


Nations, designed to parade atomic 
energy in its role as- an ally of in- 
dustry and a potential boon to 
agriculture and medicine, will con- 
tinue until- Aug. 20. The scientists 
will hear hundreds of papers on 
technical phases of peaceful use of 
atoriiic energy. Hundreds of other 
papers submitted for the confer- 
ence will be published for study 
later. 


Ike Sends Message 


The opening- session also re- 


ceived a message from President 
Eisenhower, whose historic address 
before the U.N. General Assembly 
in December, 1953, inspired the 
atoms-for-peace program now be- 
ing worked out fay the international 


organization and the present con- 
ference. 


The president's message, brought 


by Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, reaffirmed America's pledge 
to "help find ways by which the 
miraculous inventiveness of man 
shall not be dedicated to his death, 
but consecrated to his life." 


Recalling his address before the 


U.N., which is sponsoring the par- 
ley. Eisenhower declared: "The 
atom stands ready to become 
mam's obedient, tireless servant, 
if man will only allow it."

11 Airmen to Leave 
Tokyo for Homes 
In U.S. Wednesday 


. TOKYO 13>)—-The Chinese 
Reds inflicted months of ex- 
cruciating physical and men- 
tal torture on 10 of 11 U. S. 
airmen to wring statements 
used to convict them as spies, 
Col. John Knox Arnold, Jr., 
told a press conference here 
Sunday. 


The 11 men, released last Thurs- 


day at the Hong Kong border, are 
scheduled to leave Tokyo Wednes- 
day morning for home in two U.S. 
Air Force transports. 


Rir Force spokesmen said two 


routes were being considered for 
the homeward flight. One would 
take them to Travis Air Force 
Base, Calif., via Alaska and Mc- 
Chord Air Force Base, Wash. The 
other would go via Honolulu, which 
would have better medical facili- 
ties eh. route "although we don't 
expect to need them." 


To Get Leaves 


From Travis the men will be 


flown to the bases nearest their 
homes for 
30-day convalescent 


leaves. 


Arnold led the others Sunday 


in telling of their treatment dur- 
ing 2Vi years in China. 


"They used 'persuasion' that 


civilized people simply do not 
know about;" he said. 


He told of being slugged in the 


face with his hands tied behind 
him, of tourniquet-like manacles, 
of being "forced to stand until you 
started screaming." Then he broke 
down briefly.

Convicted of Spying 


Arnold, of Silver Spring, Md., 


commanded a B29 shot down Jan. 
12, 1953, while on a Korean War 
leaflet-dropping m i s s i o n over 
North Korea. Peiping's Communist 
propaganda radio announced last 
November that Arnold and his 10 
crewmen had been convicted of 
intruding over Manchuria on a 
spying mission. 


"They told me sooner or later 


they would get from me what they 
wanted—but they didn't get it," 
declared the thin, tired-looking 
colonel. 


He said he never had confessed 


to intruding over China or to being 
on a spy mission. 
--"But I told those people things 
that would have been better if they 
did not know. I am very muclt 
ashamed . . . I am not proud of 
it," he said. 


Signed Statement 


The only statement he signed, 


he said, was one chat his air unit, 
the 581st Aerial Resupply Group, 
had come to the Pacific lo aid 
countries in danger of being over- 
run by nations opposed to democ- 
racy. At the trial in Peiping. later, 
other statements were added to 
this which made it look as if he 
had confessed to a spying mission. 
"I repudiated that statement at 
the trial," he said.

After the call, her attorney 
Harold Berliner said she had sep- 
arated—at least temporarily—from 
the logger.

[n 5th Month of Destruction 


TORONTO UP)—An army of more 


than 4.000 men — including volun- 
teers from all walks of life—is 
fighting" -the worst forest fires in 
the history of'Ontario. 


Already millions of dollars in 


timber have gone up in smoke. 
-Despite the grueling efforts of the 
firefighters, 
only the arrival of 


rains can put an end to the de- 
struction. 


It was on April 1 that a forester 


sighted a faint wisp of smoke ris- 
ing from the rich timberlands. 


123 Blazes 


Now, with the fires in their fifth 


month, upward of 125 separate 
blazes are destroying- forest in- 
cluding hardwoods and northern 
spruce. More than 200.000 acres 
have been laid waste. Daily from 
10 .to 15 fires are reported raging 
out of control. 


Within a month after the first 


smoke warning, the forest service 
had 2,000 of its regular force and 
2,000 others into the firelines. But 
hot weather and no rains proved 
an implacable enemy. The flames 
burrowed a foot below ground. 
making1 the earth scorching hot. 
Entire streams dried up. Lightning 
fired new blszps. 


Of the 2.000 men who supplement 


the regular fighting force half are 
volunteers. The others wore sum- 
moned to duty under emergency 
powers of the Ontario Department 
of Lards and Forests. Among 
them are miners, clerks, loggers, 


and tavern habitues.

Cloud of Question Marks 


Considerable misgivings were voiced over Marshal Tito's 


future course after Soviet leaders visited Yugoslavia this 
spring But Tito then was at pains to assure the West he had 
not been lured back into the Kremlin fold. 
He still is insisting that amicable relations will be pre- 


served But his recent comments and actions must cause us 
to view these reassurances with more skepticism than for- 


m€r For example. Tito says he thinks his country, Greece 
and Turkey three Balkan lands which were about to embark headed even Dunninger couldn't 
on a firm defensive military pact, should now abandon that »-»«"•• 
project and relax their efforts. 


Now if Tito were a starry-eyed neutralist, such an atti- 


tude would be understandable. But he is a hard-boiled real- 
ist trained in the Moscow school of communism. 


Therefore he must know that the Russians have done 


nothing yet to warrant letting down the guard against them. 


Tito has also indicated a readiness to revive relations 


with the Russian Communist party. He says Yugoslavia 
won't go back to its old pre-1948 position m the Soviet bloc. 
But Western diplomats can't help worrying at this warming 


• up of an old contact. 
. 
The Yugoslav leader flatly declared there is no present 


danger of a Soviet war against the West. He indicated, too, 
that he believes the current Russian masters have abandoned 
ideas of world domination. 
There is always the chance, naturally, that Tito's assess- 


ment of Soviet purposes is accurate. After .all, we ourselves 
probably would never sit down at the negotiating table with 
the Russians again if we did not steadily keep the door open 
to the prospect of such a change. 


The point is. however/that we must have concrete proof, 


unassailable evidence, before we relax or in any important 
way modify defensive arrangements that were so hard won 
over the difficult years since the Soviet Union showed its 
postwar colors. 
. 
Tito has not seen fit to wait for this proof. By that 


measure, he has lessened the trust we can have in him as a 
potential bulwark against Kremlin aggression.

tively, "I suppose I won't see you tomorrow, Edith?"

would make Mrs. F. feel like a bad. unclutiful daughter. When she 
had to say, "No, Mama." she would suffer from intense self-reproach. 
Lately, however, the question has begun to irritate her. Once or twice, 
the most extraordinary thoughts have appeared in her mind. 


She's thought: "What is it you want from me. Mama-my whole 


life? 
My goodness, I am a \\ife and mother as well as a daughter, 


am 25 years younger than you are. This difference in age makes 


my needs different from yours. ' You, for instance, don't have to con- 
sider my husband's wish to have his family to himself sometimes on 
Sunday. You don't have to keep my promise to my children to take 
hem on a picnic tomorrow. I do. These are my needs. Why do you 
ry to make me feel that I am cruel to you for trymp to fill them?" 


The question's hidden accusation has begun to arouse anger at her 


accusing mother instead of the old. guilty anger at herself. ^ 


This is progress. The realization of the insufficiency of our par- 


ents' love is an essential step toward maturity. 


It is fashionable today to make something- of a psychological mys- 


tery of maturity. Thoush it is certainly so difficult to attain that few 
of us manage it, it is easily defined. 


Maturity is the knowledge and untroubled acceptance of the in- 


completeness of human love. 


If we have been the child of someone who pretended to give us 


love without fault, we are entitled to some anger when we discover 
that we have been misled. 
" 


As it doesn't stay with us. we mustn't be afraid of feeling it. Feel- 


ing it prepares us for the next step—our realization that our expecta- 
tions of our human parents have been childish and the gradual decrease 
of our angry disappointment in them. 


Mrs. F.'s mother can't help wanting her child's life. For she has 


not lived her own. She spent it sacrificing everything she warded to 
impress other people with tlie superior moral quality of her character. 
Having ignored her own needs like this, she cannot be expected to be 
interested in her daughter's. It is sad—but it is not love. 


Only if she .accepts it as it is, can Mrs. F. give herself freely and_ 


happily to her own life as a woman, wife and mother.

The scholarship fund was estab 


lished as a tribute to Mr. Ken- 
nedy's devotion to the educational 
aspect» of the foundry industry as 
an associate professor in charge of 
the. Chicago Undergraduate Divi- 
sion of the University of Illinois 
until his retirement last June. The 
fund waj announced at the chap- 
ter's Feb. 2. 1955, meeting at which 
time a $5,000 check was presented 
as a basis for the fund.

annually, providing tuition and fees 
to the student selected for the hon- 
or on the basis of character, abil- 
ity, interest in work related to the 
foundry interest and financial need

President Eisenhower in 1952. 


"If the Democrats can bring for- 


ward a good man as a presidential 
nominee," he said, "a man who 
understands the problems of all 
sections of the nation, he will win." 


Presidential politics is likely to 


be the chief behind-the-scenes topic 
of the conference opening Tuesday. 
In the conference's business ses- 
sions, highways and mental health 
problems are expected to hold the 
spotlight. 


There are reports that Steven- 


son, former Illinois governor, plans 
private talks with several of the 26 
Democratic governors due to at- 
tend the conference. Stevenson has 
not announced whether he will 
seek the 1956 nomination.

Red China Is Lively Ghost 
In Eyes of U. S. Diplomats 


By JAMES 3IARLOW

WASHINGTON (J)—The United 


States treats Red China as a ghost 
that casts a shadow. It does not 
concede Communist China legally 
exists. But it deals with the Red 
Chinese. 
. 


This country refuses to recognize 


the ^Communists as -the 
lawful 


rulers of mainland China although 
they have governed its almost 600 
million people ever since running 
Chiang Kai-shek off the mainland 
to Formosa more than five years 
ago. 
, 


But an American ambassador 


and a Red Chinese ambassador are 
discussing in Geneva now the re- 
lease of their nationals from each 
other's country. They may discuss 
more than that. 


Long Distance Debate 


Meanwhile, Secretary of State 


Dulles, who says the Geneva meet- 
ing doesn't imply recognition of 
the Red regime, is having an 
intercontinental debate with Chou 
En-lai, Red Chinese premier and 
and foreign minister. 


Each is talking directly to the 


other but not officially so—each 
is making public statements in- 
tended for the other's ears—to find 
out what the other is willing or 
likely to yield. 


In the end Dulles and Chou may 


meet too. Since both insist they 
want peace in Asia, each' would 
.have to convince the other by con- 
cessions. One thing the Red Chi' 
nese want is a seat in the United 
Nations. The United States has 
blocked that, with help from other 
countries. 


Wants Guarantee 


The United States might no 


longer want to block it if Chou 
gave sufficient peaceful guaran- 
tees, including an agreement not 
to attack' America's ally on For- 
mosa, Chiang, who claims to be 
the lawful ruler of mainland China. 


Once Red China was in the U.N., 


the United States would hardly 
continue to withhold recognition. 
Yet, 
if it recognized Red China, 


it w o u l d be recognizing two 
Chinas: one on the mainland,, one 
on Formosa. 
.That would in effect mean con- 
demning Chiang to die of old age 
on his island. It would be Ameri- 
can agreement 
that Chiang no 


longer had any legal claim to the 
mainland. Therefore, he could not 
expect American support for an 
Invasion. 
% 


Changes Mind 


An invasion by Chiang, which 


louldn't be done without full Amer- 
ican support, is academic anyway 
The 
Eisenhower 
administration 


which once talked of unleashing 
him. 
long ago changed its mind 


and has him solidly bottled up on 
Formosa. 


But recognition and a U.N. sea 


or Red China won't come over- 
light. Last week President Eisen- 
lower said this country's position 
HI Red China—non-recognition and 
ipposition to U.N. membership — 
lasn't changed. 


The United States has forces in 
uth Korea, and as long as Amer- 


ran troops are in the South, Red 
China is pretty sure to keep troops 
n the North. 


Over the weekend the story came 


out of the State Department to 
this effect: that top U.S. policy 
makers are considering withdraw- 
ng American forces from South 
Corea to Japan. Perhaps this was 
a hint to the Red Chinese to do the' 
same and thereby prove their 
seaceful intentions and get rid of 
.he U.N. tag of aggressor.

of heavy personal taxes 


Some companies forbid their ex- 


ecutives to dabble in stocks be- 
cause to fio so successfully would 
take too much of the company's 
time Other executives don't want 
to take the time And some don't 
have the necessary confidence. 


Forty-two firms specializing in 


such service are listed by the In- 
stitute as members of the Invest- 
ment Counsel Assn 
of America. 


Fifteen have offices in New York, 


and one or more are located in 
13 other cities They are distinct 
from advisory sei vices, or brokers' 
customers' men, or trust depart- 
ment of banks. 


Big Accounts 


Many advisers to 
individuals 


won t deal with accounts under 
S100 000. Their fees usually range 
from 12 of 1 per cent for handling, 
a portfolio of that size to ^ of 1 per 
cent of the portfolio contains secur- 
ities valued at six million dollars, 
or more.
